In claim 72, lines 13-14, delete "neutral core, and fenofibrate, surfactant and 
binding cellulose derivative of the active layer".

Stamm at al. (US 6,074,670) is the closest art and fails to teach HPMC 
representing "between 5 and 15% by weight of the composition".
